00 days. The type of material

which the contract was 
awarded, 
was concrete. 
The sewer tile of concrete Avi ll be 
manufactured on the ground 
here 
by another firm, winch lias the eoii- 
tract made by the principal parties. 
The machine for making the l i v e foot 
concrete t i l e , and also 51 foot 
tile, 


a v i ll employ about 18 men, during t i n * 
period of m anufacturing them. 
The open ditch will he 
enclosed 
from Ninth street to the outlet 
at 
the extreme end of 
West 
Second 
street. .The distance for the enclos­ 
ure is almost a mile long, requiring 
1600 feet of 51 foot size sewer, and 
27 00 feet of the five foot size. 
In 
addition the contract 'Includes 
200 
feet of combined curb and 
gutter, 
necessary to connect the curbs now 
in place after the bridges are 
re- 
movèd. 
The contract also includes 1,9 0 0 
square feet <9 
sidewalk, necessary 
to replace the sidewalk portions now* 
used with bridges. There will be 
10 
manholes and 29 catchbasins, with 
the catchbasins taking care of sur­ 
face water from the streets. 
A fter the Newer has been placed 
in position, the contractor will fill in 
dirt and level over the ground, 
so 
that the unsightly open sewer

not lie \ isible.

COUNTY HOG SCHOOL OPENS 


Dr. N. G. Wickwire, Federal Veter­ 
inarian. Posts Pig to Show Caus­ 
es for Unthriftiness 


The second annual Rush County 
hog school opened at 
the 
court 
house assembly room this morning at 
19:15 o’clock with H. I). YanM atre, 
county agent, in charge, and J . 
\V. 
Schwab o f the 
Purdue 
university 
extension department and Dr. N. G. 
AYickwire, of Indianapolis, 
federal 
veterinarian, contributed their 
[»art 
to the opening program. 
Mr. Schwab discussed tin» practi­ 
cal phases of feeding hogs for m ar­ 
ket and Dr. AYickwire gave a 
very 
practical demonstration on the caus­ 
es of unthriftiness in pigs. 
Thursday morning at ten 
o’clock 
Mr. 
S c h w a b will demonstrate 
the 
value of feeding s,prin gpigs corn for 
market on a legume pasture, 
corn 
and tankage and pasture, all feeds 
fed by self feeders; also a com pari­ 
son will be made by feeding corn and 
tankage in limited amounts on pas­ 
ture. 
A practical method of worm pre­ 
vention was to be discussed this a f ­ 
ternoon at 2 o’clock by Dr. AYickwire 
and again at FI a. mN Thursday. 
Mr. Schwab explained this morn­ 
ing that all information given 
out 
was determined by actual feed 
lot 
trials. 
“ When hogs are 
fattened 
for 
market in w inter,’’ he said, 
“ rapid 
gains 
are eeonmieal ip feed 
re­ 
quired to produce a pound of 
gain 
and time required to finish the 
hog. 
These factors were proved by weigh­ 
ing out the amount of feed required 
to profj^ee a pound of gain in feed­ 
ing 109 pound shoats by the 
self- 
feeder method. 
“ AAJion corn alone was fed, it 
re­ 
quired 5.8 pounds to grow a 
pound 
of gain. 4.2 pounds of corn and one- 
third pounds of 
soybeans 
when 
these feeds were fed, 3.7 pounds 
of 
corn, one-fourth pounds of tankage, 
and 3.4 pounds of corn and one-half 
gallon of skim milk in each of 
the 
other lots. 
“ The days required to fatten tlmsp 
hogs from 190 pounds in each 
of 
the lots to an average final 
weight

STORM TOLt IN 
WEST MOUNTS 


Victims in 
California 
Snowslides, 
Traffic Accidents 
and Train 
Wrecks Number 24 


RESCUE WORK 
HAMPERED 


State Swept By Wind. 
Rain 
and 
Snow as Effort is Made to Recover 
Bodies Buried in Slides 


San Francisco, 
Feb. 16— (U.R)— 
AYith the death toll mounting stead­ 
ily as reports of additional 
storm 
damage came in from nil sections of 
the state, C alifornia was swept by 
wind, rain and snows today, in snow 
slides, traffic accidents, train wrecks 
and other catastrophes at least 
24 
persons have met death during the 
past 24 hours. 
Eleven persons, ten men and 
a 
woman, were killed in an avalanclie 
which buried a construction 
camp 
fa r back in the Sierras. Six of 
the 
bodies bad been 
recovered 
today 
when fresh snowstorms swept down 
and forced cessation of the rescue 
work. 
It was considered improbable that 
any of the remaining victims could 
he alive. 
The engineer and one 
unidentified 
man were killed when a Union P a ­ 


c i f i c overland limited went through 
a bridge near AAliittier, Gal. 
Attempts to lift the dining 
car. 
deep in the swirling torrent, 
and 
learn whether anyone else was killed 
ft ere unsuccessful this afternoon. 
Driving rain in San Francisco and 
tin* B ay region turned to wind early 
today and before daybreak tin* gale 
was driving 34 miles an hour off the 
golden gate. 
Along the coast, north and 
south 
it was still heavier and small .ship­ 
ping, which lias not 
obeyed 
the 
warning of Monday to remain 
in 
port, was having trouble 
combat­ 
ting tin* gale. 
Coast radio stations of commer­ 
cial companies were out of commis­ 
sion for a time this morning, it was 
reported. 
The heaviest loss of life was 
re­ 
ported in the snowslide at Gamp 72 
of the southern California 
Edison 
company near Big 
( ’reek, 
Fresno 
county. Ten persons, including 
one 
woman, were buried. 
Four hours later another 
slide 
broke loose and a rescue worker was 
killed and at least ten others injured. 
At least 29 persons in all 
were 
injured in the snowslide, it was be­ 
lieved. Communication 
from 
the 
camp, fa r back in the 
mountains, 
was difficult. 
’fiic heavy snows had wiped 
out 
all telephone lines and for 
hours 
after the coroner at Fresno was no­ 
tified briefly of the disaster, the 
ex­ 
tent of the lo ss of life was uncertain. 
The snows had been piling up 
in 
the mountains back ot the camp for 
weeks.

REMINISCENCES 


BY JOHN F. JOYCE 


On April 7th, 1885) the Board of 


Trustees of the Home consisted of 
Ben L. Smith, president, OSarah Pit- 
man, 
secretary, and -lames H. Har- 


ris, treasurer, and were such officers 
when the great lire of July 
21st, 


1886, wiped out the main building. 
Trouble was had in collecting the in- 
surance, owing to the negligence or 
dishonesty of the agents represent- 
ing the companies carrying it, and 
suit to collect resulted in favor of 
the board. 
• 


Ben L. was a poor choice for an 


"easy mark" and the personaitempt- 
ing to run a "sandy" on him, had 
'his labor for his pay. The insurance 
collected, the work of 
reconstruc- 


tion began and on Xovember-rlTth, 
1SSC, the corner stone was 
laid, 


with appropriate exercises by the G. 
A. H. and \V. K. C. 


No part of the new building was 


ready for occupancy by June, 1S87, 
but the trustees arranged with 
the 


contractors to lit up and 
use 


the 
\vas 


south wing, by building a solid board 
partition setting it oil from the rest 
of the building to protect both work- 
men and children and of July 7th, 
the exodus from the Valley House 
began and required several days. It 
was found that the completed part 
was insufficient 
t<* 
house all 
the 


children and so Miss Mary Clcary, 
with her division of twenty-six 
of 


the larger boys, was assigned to the 
Hrown cottage. So it seems this cot^ 
tage has been 
the ^ "everlasting 


whipcord" of the Home—its refuge 
in disaster and ally in want, but it 
was totally destroyed by lire 
the 


morning of November liOth, 18!)1. 


The work of the orphans school, 


while located at Knightstown, was 
not satisfactory, owing mostly 
to 


environments, the noise and confus- 
ion incident to the 
nearness of 


trains, switch. engines and 
smoke. 


Mary- T. Wilson, Emma Windier, 'H. 
E. Beame and Laura 
Wachtsettcr 


were the teachers. By an act 
ap- 


proved February l'5th, 1887, the sep- 
aration of the two .institutions was 
ordered and as already related, the 
children in' each were assigned 
to 


separate homes.-

It is worth mention however, that 


Knightstown, which has already felt 
a pride and taken a deep intertst in 
the welfare of the Home, 
gave 
a 


farewell entertainment .in Bell's hall 
on May 15th—two days before the 
departure of the feeble minded chil- 
dren for Kiahmond. 


It must not be understood that the 


children of the feeble minded institu- 
tion were noii-compros mentis, but 
simply what the words imply. Their 
mechanical training was sljown 
by 


the capture of prizes in fancy work 
—three in Shelby,-two in, Ivush and 
one in Henry'county fairs, besides 
having sent a highly creditable exhi- 
bit to. the New Orleau ATorld's i'air.
